Situation The Woman's College of Baltimore is situated near the northern 
: boundaries of the city of Baltimore. Md., in one of the best residential 
sections, one hundred and fifty feet above tide-water. 


Buildings The buildings are seven in number—three devoted to instruction and 

administration, three to residence. All are new, cheerful and commo- 
dious, erected particularly for their respective purposes, and containing the con- 
veniences devised by modern architectural science. They are heated from a battery 
of boilers and lighted by electricity from the new power house of the College. 


Fd : Ample and thoroughly furnished laboratories facilitate study of the 
ucational natural sciences by modern methods. The apparatus is of recent 
Equipment type, carefully selected. Maps, charts, engravings, photographs 

and cabinets of specimens and of objects illustrating natural history 
and the development of the race are liberally provided. There is a good, modern 
working library of about ten thousand volumes, while half a million volumes are at 
the service of students in public and institutional libraries easily accessible. 


Course of Study The course of study includes prescribed subjects and 

elective subjects in about equal proportions. Students 
who wish to follow particular lines of study are enabled to lay a solid foundation for 
subsequent specialization. Elective courses are offered in Greek, Latin, French, 
Spanish, Italian, German, English Literature, including Old and Middle English, 
Mathematics, Geology, Mineralogy, Physics, Chemistry, Botany, Biology, History, 
Economics and Sociology. Upon the completion of a course usually requiring four 
years, the student is graduated with the degree of Bachelor of Arts.

CHARITIES AND REFORMS. 


the Washington Children’s Home Society is one of the great and 
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practical charities of the state. It has been at work in our midst for 
the last eleven years and in that time has found select Christian 
homes for more than 1000 destitute children. During the past year 
468 children have received help, of which number 230 were placed in 
permanent homes. The economical management of its work is shown 
in the fact that the average cost of placing a child in a home has 
been but $48.17. The work in eastern Washington has been under 
the efficient management of the Rev. M. A. Covington, with head- 
quarters at Spokane. An excellent building has been leased for a 
receiving home where children are cared for pending placing in a 
family. In this territory 75 children haye been taken into permanent 
care, and temporary care provided for 100 more. Therefore,

3.—That the Littlefield-Carnack bill to protect prohibition terri- 
tery from the shipping in of liquors from other states in original 
packages shall be enacted into law. 


And be it resolved, that we wlil give our hearty support to the 
International Reform Bureau and other kindred organizations to se- 
cure a more effective Sunday law for the state of Oregon; an amend-

PRISON MISSION WORK. 


Hight years ago the Committee on Prison Mission Work was ap- 
pointed. The following has been accomplished: 


1.—For six years a chaplain was supplied, in itinerant order, with 
preaching every Sabbath day by the ministers of Walla Walla city. 


2.—An amendment to the constitution of the state of Washing- 
ton was obtained enabling the Legislature to appropriate money for 
the support of chaplains in the penal and reformatory institutions of 
the state. 


3.—The Legislature was induced to pass a law after the New York 
code providing for chaplaincies and specifying their duties, 


4.—An act was passed authorizing the Governor to appoint 9 
chaplain to the state penitentiary and naming his salary. 


We report, furthermore, that the Rev. John LeCornu, appointed 
+o the chaplaincy by Governor Mead, though handicapped for want 
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of a chapel in which to preach and for a convenient office, has done 
faithful and efficient service in his relation to 878 convicts now i 
the state penitentiary. 


He has organized a choir, an orchestra of twelve instruments, a 
Rible class of forty members, and a C. EH. Society of eighty members, 
which meets regularly every Sunday. Religious periodicals to the 
number of seventy-five are taken. Your committee report, further- 
more, that police and sanitary regulations in the institution are all 
that could be desired and that the warden is in hearty sympathy 
with the chaplain in the work of evangelization and is doing all he 
ean by humanitarian effort in the way of reformation.

TEMPERANCE AND PROHIBITION.

Its insatiable maw wants the whole 
earth. It is a relentless foe that, unless we banish it, will ultimately 
banish our liberties. Our only logical and proper attitude toward it is 
one of uncompromising hostility. To legalize it is a sin. To abandon 
the conflict, even for a season, is to lose what we have already gained. 
It seems to us that two things are necessary in dealing with this 
matter: First, we need legislation that outlaws the saloon ana 
makes every saloonkeeper a criminal. We are of the opinion that 
existing laws within the state, while they may be sufficient to enable 
the temperance forces to eliminate every saloon within our borders, 
yet they do not make keeping a saloon in itself a crime. Our sec- 
ond need is the election of men to office who are in sympathy with 
the law. We rejoice in the onward march of prohibition and hope 
to see in the future the constant addition of new territory to that 
which is how free from this great curse. The Woman’s Christian 
Temperance Union, the Anti-Saloon League and the Prohibition party 


have been the great agitators in this reform, and we recognize the 


value of these organizations. We ask Bishop Moore to appoint at 


their own request, W. J. Herwig, Superintendent Spokane District 
Anti-Saloon League, and W. B. Hakin, Conference Temperance Evan- 
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gelist. We recommend Henry I. Rasmus and R. J. Reid as Trustees 
of the Anti-Saloon League. 


We declare ourselves in favor of the retention of the anti-canteen 
law for the army. And lastly, we are thankful to those judges 
who have opened for us new channels of operation and have placed 
in our hands new weapons of warfare against the saloon,

We must either build up the Pacific Christian Advocate and thus 
prevent its removal or we shall see several small independent journals 
spring up within our territory. While we wish to protest against the 
removal of the Advocate from Portland, we realize that the best 
way to do this is to secure for it a large paid up subscription list 
which shall make it self-sustaining, Last year this Conference re- 
ported more than 14,000 members and probationers. If we had one 
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subscriber for every five members we should have 2800 subscriebrs, 
instead of 1200, as at present. At the beginning of this session of 
our Conference there was due upon. subscriptions from our territory 
$1334.50. Of this amount not quite 23 per cent has beer paid. It is 
the unanimous conviction of your committee that every pastor should 
try to secure at least one subscriber for every five members and 
that he should do his utmost to collect every subscription before com- 
ing to Conference. This would result in 15,000 subscriptions, and 
enable the publishers so to strengthen the paper in every way as to 
make it a great power in the Pacific Northwest. We recommend 
that H. A. Sheldon, BE. M. Hill, L. R. Kufus and A. W .Roberts be 
appointed a committee to co-operate without pay with the publishers 
and pastors for the accomplishment of this purpose. 

That bright, spicy paper, the ‘‘Leaguer,” edited by Bro. Trevor 
Orton, is well received and we wish him the highest success.

There is brought to light, however, the de- 
plorable lack of interest in parents dedicating their children to God 
in baptism, and the lack of earnest religious training in the home, all 
of which tends to make it necessary for the church to labor and win 
back to God those who should never have strayed from the 
church at all. We urge upon our people the necessity of bringing 
up their children in the nurture and admonition of the Lord, giving 
them the full benefit of religious instruction in the home. 


While we deplore the slowness of the church in expressing herself 
as a body against public evils, we have reason to rejoice in that so 
many good laws have been passed and are being enforced in our land, 
and that the church is arousing herself as never before in demanding 


the enforcement of these laws, especially those against Sabbath des- 
ecration., 


Since the love for the world and its fascinations is instrumental 
in leading many astray we would suggest to this Conference the 
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wdvisability of requesting the delegates to the General Conterenve tu 
uphold every measure to make known our view as a church against 
the so-called questionable amusements.

REPORT OF THE COMMITTEE ON EDUCATION. 


Pursuant to the order of the General Conference and the action 
of the Commission on the Consolidation of the Benevolences, the work 
hitherto accomplished by the Board of Education, Freedmen’s Aid ana 
Southern Education Society, and the Sunday School Union and Tract 
Society, is henceforth to be carried on under the organization known 
as the Board of Education, Freedmen’s Aid and Sunday Schools, this 
action taking effect January 1, 1907. It is of the utmost importance 
that there is a clear understanding of the new method of procedure. 

The work hitherto done by the Board of Education is largely in 
the interests of student aid and is vitally related not only to the wel- 
fare of those students, but alse to the best interests of the churcn. 
During the year closing with November 30, 1906, 1926 students were 
assisted to prepare for a life of usefulness, more than $108,000 being 
distributed among the educational institutions for loans to these 
students. As an institution, Children’s Day has become well estab- 
lished and is to be maintained without interruption. The discipline 
provides especially that the proceeds of Children’s Day collections 
shall be applied to students aid and sent as promptly as possible to the 
Board of Education. 


There can be no question but that the one purpose of the General 
Conference in effecting this consolidation was to secure a hearing 
of the public benevolences before each congregation. The new board 
in Cincinnati, therefore, urgently request that one Sunday be taken 
for the presentation of the claims of the work carried on by the new 
organization. This collection is to be divided in the ratio of two 
dollars to one as between the work for Freedmen’s Aid and for Sun- 
day Schools. 


The observance of Lincoln Day has been growing with increasing 
keneficial results, and Rally Day has become an interesting and 
profitable institution of the Sunday School, the proceeds of the day 


being devoted to the work of the Sunday School. 
The Freedmen’s Aid, upon limited resources, has been caring for 


many thousands of students. The solution of the problem in the 
great south is to be found only in Christian education. This society 
pleads that the church may hold up its hands that it may carry on a 
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work in some sense adequate to the great need. The need for in- 
creased funds to carry out our Sunday school work in the great west 
and in the south is equally apparent. Methodism has always been 
potential in the formative period of the different sections of our 
country, but owing to lack of funds we are unable to meet the appeals 
that are constantly coming. Other churches have many field workers 
for the organization and propagation of Sunday Schools, while we 
have but four or five men who devote themselves entirely to this 


work. 


This is a time of transition attended by some danger not only 
for these societies, but for the interests they seek to serve. It is of 
the utmost importance that every pastor should co-operate during 
this experimental period that all these interests may be wisely con- 
served. The apportionment for the united society is 40 per cent of 
the amount apportioned to the cause of Foreign Missions, Children’s 
Day, public collections in the churches, the collections on Lincoln’s 
Day, Children’s Day and Rally Day all being counted in the total 
amount. 


Willamette University, Protestantism’s oldest school west of the 
Missouri river, and located at Salem, Oregon, has closed another suc- 
eessful year under the presidency of the Rev. John H. Coleman, D. D. 
Salem is a town possessed of a high moral and religious tone. In 
addition to these wholesome environments, the students have the 
advantage of daily chapel exercises, active Christian Associations, and 
the special evangelistic services conducted each year by the president. 
In scholarship, Willamette University meets all the requirements of 
the University Senate, and in testimony of the work being done, it is 
with no little satisfaction we announce that one of her students has 
secured the Rhodes Scholarship for 1907, which possesses a “yearly 
value of $1500 and is tenable at any college at Oxford for three con- 
secutive academic years.’’ Further evidence will be found in the fact 
that three of the inter-collegiate debates were won by her students 
last year. In response to a persistent-demand for teachers, Willam- 
ette University has established a Teachers’ College, its purpose being 
to afford opportunities for advanced students to prepare for work as 
special teachers in primary, secondary and high schools, and. the 
duties of principals and superintendents of schools. Inecludins the 
schools of Law, Medicine and Theology, fourteen different Be me 
study are open to students. Her genial president, Dr. John H. Cole- 


man, will always find a welcome in our midst. The following are 


the Trustees: A. H. Henry, M. H. Marvin, Walton Skipworth. Con- 
ference visitors: Gabriel Sykes, U. F. Hawk and Henry Brown 
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The past two years with the University of Puget Sound has been 
one of marked progress. During this time 312 students were en- 
rolled. The resignation of President Joseph E. Williams, D, D., took 
effect July 1, 1907. We take pleasure in saying that he did a noble 
work, winning the hearts of the young people, and taking up the work 
when it was heroic to do so. Professor L, L. Penbow has been elected 
vice president of the University, and placed in charge this year. He 
is a man of high scholarship, tact, ability and execution and well 
worthy of the confidence reposed in him. The Normal Schoot of the 
has been placed on a basis ranking it with the best. All other de- 
partments are under strong leadership. The Christian life of the 
school is perhaps not excelled anywhere. As a result of special serv- 
ices, about 98 per cent of the students are professing Christians. The 
University will be open for students this fall. The Business College 
young people are active, and the members of the faculty are their 
leaders in Christian work. Three buildings, a boys’ dormitory,:a girls’ 
dormitory and a chapel are being erected this summer. The income 
of the year will be sufficient to meet all current expenses. The Cor- 
responding Secretary, the Rev. E. H. Todd, D. D., has been in labors 
abundant, over $21,000 in cash and subscriptions having been securea 
during the past year. First Church, Seattle, has made a generous 
gift of a pipe organ and an art glass window for the new chapel. 
Other gifts will follow. We recommend O. W. Mintzer, C. E. Gibson, 
W. C. Smith, for Conference visitors for the coming year. 


The Kimball School of Theology has taken its place among the 
educational factors of the Pacific Northwest. ‘No longer a mirage, 
it is on terra firma now, and hath foundations.’’ 


Its aim is declared in the following: ‘‘To assist young men, who 
seem to themselves and to the church to be called of God to the 
ministry, to qualify themselves spiratually and intellectually for their 
great work.’’ ‘Twenty-two students presented themselves for enroll- 
ment during the first year, and more than seventy have signified their 
intention of becoming students for the present year. Our Theologicai 
schools in the east had no such beginning as this. We congratulate 
ourselves as a conference that one of our Own number, the Rev. H. 
D, Kimball, LL. D., was its founder, and is now its honored dean, and 
pledge to him our hearty support in his work. While we recognize 
the efficiency of our older schools of theology in the east, yet would 
we direct attention of the young men of the great Northwest to our 
own school of the prphets. We recommend the following visitors: 
Cc. O. Kimball and W. T. Euster. 


It is with a sense of high appreciation that we note the visit to 
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our Conference of the Rev. W. F. Anderson, D. D., Corresponding 
Secretary of the Board of Education. 


We welcome to our pulpits the representatives of the University 
of Puget Sound and of Willamette University and Kimball School of 


Theology. 


We recommend that the cash collection for education be equally 
divided between the Willamette University and the University of 
Puget Sound. 


While the Conference as such, has no disposition to dictate the 
religious policy of our state educational institutions, yet we deem it 
clearly within our province to plead and work for the moral protec- 
tion of the hundreds of young men and young women, who, removed 
from the benefits of home influences, are in attendance upon our state 
schools of higher learning. 


Resolved, therefore, that we earnestly and respectfully request 
the state legislatures of Washington and Oregon and Idaho to enact 
such laws as shall remove the saloons and pool rooms at least two 
miles from our institutions of higher learning.

THE COLUMBIA RIVHR CONFERENCE CLAIMANTS ENDOW- 
MENT ASSOCIATION. 


1. This society shall be called ‘“‘The Conference Claimants’ En- 
dowment Association of the Columbia River Conference of the Meth~ 
odist Episcopal Church.”’ 


2. It shall be the object of this association to secure a perpetual 
fund, to be known as ‘‘The Conference Claimants’ Endowment Fund,” 
which shall be invested and held in perpetuity in trust for the Confer- 
ence claimants of the Columbia River Conference. 


3. All members of the Conference and all pastors shall be ex- 
officio members of the association, and any one may become a mem- 
ber on the payment of one dollar. 


4. The officers of this association shall be a president, vice- 
president, secretary, treasurer ana corresponding secretary, or field 
agent, all of whom shall be appointed by the presiding bishop annu- ° 
ally. These officers shall constitute an executive committee to whom 
shall be committed the business management of the association. 


5. There shall be an advisory board, consisting of the presiding 
elders and of one pastor and one layman from each district. ‘These 
shall be elected annually by the ministerial members of the associa-~ 
tion, together with such Methodist lay members as may be present 
at the time of election during the session of the annual Conference, 


and this board shall assist the executive committee in securing money 
and property for this fund. 


6. The corresponding secretary shall be a member of the Con- 
ference, shall labor throughout the Conference as opportunity may 
offer, shall collect money, secure property and organize auxiliary 


associations, under the supervision and direction of the executive 
committee. 


7. All real estate which shall be secured by this association shall 
be deeded to the Columbia River Conference of the Methodist EKpis-: 
copal Church, to be held in trust for the Object of the association. 
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8. All revenue from investments, after necessary expenses shali 
have been deducted, shall be at the disposal of the conference for the 
benefit of claimants at €ach annual session, ~ 


9. In securing real estate the executive committee must insist 
' upon a clear title, with an abstract which shall be approved by a com-~ 


petent attorney. No deeds with reversiohary conditions shall be ac» 
cepted. 


10. This constitution shall not be altered except by a two-thirds 
vote of the members present at any annual meeting, one year’s notice 
having been given of such contemplated change, 


BY-LAWS. 


1. The executive committee shall hold its meeting at such times 


and places as may by it be determined, or at the call of the president 
or vice-president. 


2. An expense fund shall be provided by the executive commit- 
tee, from such sources as shall be at its command, form which all 
expenses incurred in conducting the business of the association shall 
be paid. 


3. Each member of the association shall pay into the treasury 
fifty cents annually in advance, which, with the membership fee, shall 
go to the expense fund. i 


4. The salary of the corresponding secretary shall be fixed 
and provided for annually by the executive committee. 


5. The corresponding secretary may organize auxiliary associa- 
tions in such manner as may be approved by the executive committee. 


6. These by-laws may be changed at any annual meeting, pre~

Constitution, 
ARTICLE I.

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ARTICLE II 


The object of this society shall be to assist the Conference Asso- 
ciation ‘to secure a perpetual fund, to be ‘Known as “The Conference 
Claimantes Endowment Fund,” for the benefit of our worn-out 
preachers, their widows and orphans, 


ARTICLE III. 


Any person may become a member of this society on payment of 
one dollar, and, thereafter one dollar annually, which money shall be 
forwarded to the treasurer of the Conference Association, one-half to 
go into the expense fund, and the other into the endowment fund. 


ARTICLE IV. 


The officers of this society shall be a president, vice-president, 
secretary and. treasurer, and these officers, together with the pastor, 
shall constitute an executive committee, of which the pastor shall be 
ex-officio chairman, for the transaction of such business as May prop- 
erly come before it. 


These officers shall be elected annually at the first meeting of the 
society after the opening of the Conference year. 


ARTICLE V. 


The executive committee shall have power to appoint a social 
committee and a soliciting committee—the first to plan and manage 
entertainments for the benefit of the expense fund of the Conference 
Association, and the other to solicit contributions for the endowmeni 
fund—and the funds obtained by these committees shall be duly for- 
warded to the treasurer of the Conference Association. 


ARTICLE VI. 


This society, and its various committees, will cordially co-operate 
with the corresponding secretary—or field agent—of the Conference 
Association, and on the occasion of his visits will freely assist him to 
further the interests of the cause which he represenis. 


ARTICLE Wil. 


This constitution may be changed by a two-thirds vote of all the 
members of the society, due notice having been given, at least three 
months in advance, and the written consent of the executive com- 
mittee of the Conference Association having 


been obtained for each 
and every proposed change. 
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By-Laws. 


1. The meetings of this society shall be held monthly, er at the 
call of the president. 


2. The executive committee shall meet at the call of the pastor, 
and three members shall constitute a quorum, 


3. If practicable, and with the consent of the pastor, an old- 
folks meeting shall be held once a year on a Sunday morning, at 
which a sermon shall be preached, or addresses made and literature 
distributed, in the interest of our Conference Claimants, and the 
disciplinary collection for said claimants may be taken, or should the 
corresponding secretary be present he may receive contributions for 
the endowment fund, at that time. 


4. The annual dues shall be collected and forwarded to the 
treasurer of the Conference Association as soon as practicable after

5. These by-laws may not be altered except by the consent of 
the executive committee of the Conference Association, and by a two- 
thirds vote of all the members of the society—notice having been 
given at least one month in advance.

OBITUARY 


William Wallace Carr was born in Middlebury, Vermont, 1850. 
He was the youngest child in a family of five children, two boys and ~ 
three girls; his brother, thé Rev. G. W. Carr of Seattle, Wash., and 
the three sisters, survive. He was graduated from Northwestern 
University in 1877. He selected a life companion from his home 
town, Miss Mattie Piper becoming Mrs, Mattie Carr. To them were 
born five children, three sons and two daughters; all of whom are 
still living. A part of the time while in college Bro. Carr did supply 
work on a charge as a Methodist preacher, and in the fall of 1877 
he united with the Central Illinois Conference of the Methodist Epis- 
eopal Church and remained in that conference fourteen years, from 
Which he was transferred to the Troy Conference, thence to Northeast 
Nebraska Conference, thence to Columbia River Conference, coming 
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to us in 1905 by direct exchange with Rev. J. R. Gregory at Lewiston, 
At the next Conference he was appointed to Ellensburg, Wash. Our 
brother was a good man, of cheerful, happy disposition, friendly, lov- 
ing spirit, and was deeply devoted to the werk of the ministry. He 
Was so willing te help men; he really wanted to be of service and 
of good to them—he delighted in personal work, and accomplished 
most in his ministry by coming inte close touch with the members of 
his church and the people of his community. He won them to Christ 
and to the church by his sympathetic Spirit and the transparency of 
his pure life. He was doing an excellent work for the Master in 
Ellensburg, and the circumstances grouped about his death make his 
Geparture even more sad, and harder for us to bear. For many 
months his heart had been upon a great meeting and Christian cam- 
paign under the united auspices of several of the churches in Ellens-~ 
burg, te be conducted by Evangelist BE. J. Baskervlile. <A large taber~ 
macle had been erected for these meetings. Bre, Carr was the leading 
Spirit in planning and arranging for the meetings; he had labored 
‘hard with his own hhands to build the tabernacle. It is completed; 
pastors are now holding preparatory services in different churches. - 
Dr. Baskerville stepped off the train in Ellensburg Saturday, Novem- 
ber 17;. our pastor did not greet him—nhis body was lying in state in 
the church where he had served. On Thursday evening in the church 
of a neighboring pastor associated in the meetings, Bro. Carr had 
offered prayer, he was stricken with apoplexy, walked out of the 
church with one of his members, but before reaching the parsonage 
where his wife had remained for the evening, his speech and steps 
failed him, he was carried to his home by the member of his church 
who was with him and by men who happened to be passing by on the 
street. He never-spoke a word after being taken to his home. At 
about 4 o’clock Friday morning, November 16, his spirit was released 
from the body. The writer attended the meetings a few days during 
the week following. Over the large platform erected in the tabernacle 
for preacher and choir before a black background was placed a large 
picture of Bro. Carr with frame draped in mourning, and on the back-~ 
ground in silver letters were the words: “Let God’s Work Go on.” 
Bro, Carr was of the Columbia River Conference but a short 

. time, yet many had learned to love him because of his true worth as 
aman, and loyalty and faithfulness as a minister of Christ and serv- 
ant of the church, ‘ 

' Sister Carr and her sons and daughters have our sympathy and 
prayers, at the same time we rejoice with them because of the good 
name and influence left to them by husband and father.
